Bill Introduced for Tax Collector and Assessor 


The small six-point type in the Birm- 
ingham News Saturday revealed that the 
bill rumored for the Coffee County tax col- 
lector and assessor is now fact.

Many Changes Reported in 


The past two weeks in Elba have seen 
a flurry of changes in the business picture 
of the town. 

Probably the biggest change was the 
associating of Emergency Aid Life Insur- 
ance Company with Pan Coastal Life In- 
surance Co. of Mobile. At a barbecue dinner 
held at the high school cafeteria Friday 
night a major personnel change was an- 
nounced. George C, Wilkinson of Mobile, 
president of Pan Coastal, was named by the 
Emergency Aid directors as president of 
|the Elba company, too. This is the first 
time the top post has not been held by an 
Elba resident or ex-resident. 

Mr. Wilkinson outlined an ambitious 
sales program to the company agents. This 
included the awarding of a Cadillac, Ford, 
| Chevrolet and Plymouth to the top sales- 
men during the next year. He also said a 
| retirement program for company personnel 
| is being investigated. 
| A big expansion program for National 
Security Insurance Company appeared in 
the offing, too. Through Carlson & Co., in- 
| vestment bankers in Birmingham, 50,000 
| shares of stock for the National Security 
| are being put on the market. After the un- 
| derwriting discount is deducted, the com- 
| pany will net $213,750 from the sale. Each 
| share will sell for $4.75. 
| With this additional capital, National 
| Security will establish itself as an Old Line 
| Legal Reserve Company and thus be able 
| to write $25,000 and $50,000 policies. Under 
| their present charter, a $500 policy is the 
maximum they can write. 

In the offering circular put out by Carl- 
son & Co., the investment bankers wrote: 
“In contrast to many insurance stocks 
where price has been inflated above the 
true value, this issue of stock is being of-
